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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments filed November 12, 2008, 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicants argue the modification to Nelson is without basis because Neslon 
requires explicitly defined retention and separation techniques. Applicants then point to a specifica embodiment found in Nelson and assert 
this constitutes a teaching away. These arguments are not persuasive because a specific embodiment does not constitute a teaching 
away. Additionally, the modification to Nelson is not without basis. As outlined in the rejection made in the Office Action mailed September 
12, 2008, Unger explicitly discloses the motivation to use valves and pumps in sample retention and control. Nelson is directed to sample 
retention and control, therfore a skilled artisan would be motivated to replace the sample retention and control mechanism of Neslon with 
that disclosed by Unger because Unger discloses (as outlined in the rejection made in the Office Action mailed September 12, 2008) 
several advantages to using a valve and pump system. Applicants arguments directed to the remaining rejections are moot in view of the 
further explanation of the application of Nelson et al. and Unger et al.. 
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
